TRVE RELATION OF 
A BLOODY PLOT INTEND- 
ed, November 18. 1641 


BRAY the way give me leave to take notice of 
one ſpecial propetty in the providence 
of God, which falleth out according to 
Davids prayer, Pſal. 59, ver. 11. Slay 
them not, left my people forget it, but ſcat= 

| ter them abroad in thy power, and put thens 
dowwe © Lord, our ſhield, The peopleof God are fo ſub- 
je& to forget the goodneſſe of God, that although he in 
mercy both diſcover the plots of their enemies,and pre- 
vent them, yet many times he is as.it were compelled ts 
ſuffer the enemies toeſcape the hand of Juſtice, that ſo 
his pug grow not ſecure. 

And herein the Lord dealcth like a loving father, who 
having a ſpendthrift fon, that by his creditors is caſt in- 
to priſon, comes, and unknowre to his ſon, diſchargeth 
all his debts (yet ſo, that the bonds in his krowledge, 
ſtand fill in force) and cauſeth him to be releaſed, that 
thereby he might ſtill make him afraid of running be- 
hinde hand againe. 

And after this manner it bath pleaſed God(for ovght 
I can perceive yet) to _ at this time withthe Nation

in this laſt diſcovery of that damnzble and cruell plot 
which ſhon!d have been put in practiſe the 18;day of 
this preſent moneth of November. | 

Before I come to the matter, I ſhail firſt ſhew the 
manner of the diſcovering it, which was thus. 

On Munlay, the t 5. day of this November, I was in 
my owne houle at dinner at twelve of the clock , when 
I had dine1 (having'no imployments atthe worke of my 
calling)I tooke a little writing booke in my hand, which 
formerly I had written, anddid intend to peruſe it, and 
corre tome faults, and ſupply ſome things wanting, 
but having no conveniency in my owne houſe, by reaſon 
of the frowardneſle of my childe, I thought beſt (it be- 
inga calme day) to:goe into a ſecret field not far off, 
which farmerly I had frequented for my owne priyate 
meditations, the field lyeth above Oldſtreete, betweene 
the way that commeth from the Peſt-houſe,and theway 
thar commeth from Brick-lane in Oldſtreete ; all men 
that uſe to goe that way, know that the firſt of thoſe 
fields hath a &mmon path, which goeth from the Kings- 
gate at the further end of. Brick-lane towards the Peſt- 
houſe, over againſt this path, all the way onthe other 
{fideofthe field is a high banke caſt up, which'.on-the 
further fide of it is ſhelving; like the fide of a houſe 
eaves, and on that fide the path is, it is ſtraite downe 
like a mudwall,. with a little dry ditchcaſt up on this 
5 On-,be farther fide of this banke, I walked a turne or 

Tivo, and as I had occaſion I ftooped, and on my knee 
wrotea word or two, and as I was {tooping and: writing, 
T heard a man bem, which made me looke 1t I could ſee 
big, and going ſoftly up rhe banke;:I perceived ifithe 
little ditch ftood a couple of mey, on the ſudden I began

to retire to my former buſineſle, but as I turned, I heard 
them ſpeake of State aMaires as I tought, which made 
me ſtand {till to heare more, which when I had, I con- 
ched my fſelfe cloſe on my knees, and on my elbowes, 
with my head cloſe tothe banke, where with much eafe 
I heard this following diſcourſe. - | 

I ſhall omit nothing that I can remember , but (as I 
related it tothe houſe of Parliament) only their defpe- 
rate and bloody oarbes, with which almoſt eachrſertence 
was uſhered in, the firſt I could underſtand was thus : 
as it followeth. 


George, 
© What awicked thing was it, that that plot did not 
take effect ? | 

Philip. Oh twas a wicked thing indeed ! but hope 
it-was diſmiſſed, that a better might take place. 

George, TI hope it will prove a better, if it be not un- 
luckily prevented. 

Philip, For my part I doe not fully underſtand the 
matter, for I came but laſt night ro Town, and as foone 
as I came to my Lords, they told me I muſt needs come. 
againe this morning 3 and when I came,I was conveyed 
up into my Lords Chamber , and there was my Lord 
and Father Toxes, and Farher Andrewes : and Father An- 
drewes related to me what ſervice I was for , but yet T 
could not fully underſtand the ſcope of it. 

George, No : why, thou knoweſt whether thou car- 
ried{t thy Letters. 

Philip. Yes, I carried Letters into Bucking hamſhire, 
and into Warwickſhire, and into Worceſterſhire , but 1 did 


not know for what : but at one place I was bravely en- 


tertained, 'at Maſter S#; as ſoone as ever hee” read

the Letter, hee cauſed me to be ſet to dinner ; and when 

I haddined, he gave me a Letter to deliver to my Lord, 
and a piece for my ſelfe, and charged me to make all 
ſpeed I could to Londen againe : but prethce why doſt 
thou bring me to ſtand here? 

George, I ſtand here, becauſe in yonder path (poin- 
ting to the rode-way before him) I promiſed to ſtay for 
Dick Tones : thou knoweſt him, doit not > | 

Philip. Yes,as well as I know thee. | 

George, He's a good luſty Fellow thou knoweſt, and 
he is appointed to kill that raskally Puritan Pim, hin 
that hath beene the chiefe cauſe of our miſery. 

Philip. But feare ftill the Puritans will prevaile. 

George, Tuſh,tuſh, prevaile 3 how canthatbe? be- 
ing wal ſo many friends, both in the Lower and the 
upper Houſe ; and when all theſe baſe Puritans are kil- 
led, then on the ſudden all the Citie will be in atumulr, 
and then on the inſtant will there be riſings in ſix ſeve- 
rall places of the Land, to my knowledge : in Backing 
hamphire, in Warwickſhire,in Worceſterſkiregin Lancaſhire, 
(the other two places I remember not.) 

Philip. Y ea marry Sir, this ſounds well, if wee can 
but eſcape, we ſhall all be made men, 

George, If wee eſcape wee ſhall bee brave fellowes 
Lords, and Knights, and Gentlemen z and wee have as 
brave wayes to eſcape as ever men had: for wee can 
quickly change our names, and our cloaths, and our fa- 
ces too,and with that he plucked a falſe beard out of his 
pocket , ſaying, am I the man I was 3 putting it on as I 
CONCEIVE. 

Philip. That is a'dainty way indeed , we may thanke 
Father Azarewes for that trick 3 for if we have but the 
leaft time, preſently we can change our ſhapes : but if 
we

we ſhould be taken, tis but our lives, and then we ſhal 
be Saints : forwe to day tooke the holy Sacrament on 
it, and were ſhrieved, 

George, SO did wee on Saterday, I was the 37. man, 
and wee had forty ſhillings a man : 'and when that was 
gone, we might come and fetch more. 

Philip. 1 thinke Lwas the laſt of all : for after I was 
in my Lords Chamber, I ſtaid till five more came; and 
I undeftood that Father ozes faid we were all, and I was 
Laſt ſet downe, and was the hundred-and eight 3 and wee 
had all forty ſhillings a peece , (ſhaking his yarn 
but how cunning Father ones was, hee ſet downe all 
our names on the one fide , and juſt againſt them the 
names of them wee ſhould kill : but prethee who muſt 
kill the Lords? 

George. O they bee brave fellowes in their Scarlet 
Coates, and their Cloaks lined with Pluſh , they had 
ten pounds a man 3 and if wee ſhovld prevaile, we ſhall 
every man have the Poſſeſhons and Lands of him that 
we kild : there be foure Londoners T radeſinen, that are 


to kill the Puritan Citizens. 
Philip. I doe but thinke what a racket there will be 


-when this is done 3 _ all be not killed, yet it will 
make ſuch a tumult for t 


e timegthar-it will make ther 
have little minde to ſend to Ireland, 

George, Ay, that was Father Andrewes his wit, to 
prevent ſending to Treland, and I hope if they prevaile 
there, we ſhall nor need to feare here. 
> Philip. Thou knoweſt him that thou art for ay, as 
well as I know thecz and I (ſwearing moſt bloudily) will 
be his death,though it coſt me my life a thouſand times; 
(hee is a great fatguts fellow) either comming downe 


ftaires, or in their Coaches, orat any other place. 
. Having

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'- Having ſpoken. thus,, he.that they looked for (Dick 
Tones) it ſeemeth did appeare, which cauſed George ſid- 
denly to leap up , faying, now he is comming z and b 
his {addaine ſtarting, bee deſcried me on the other nd 
ofthe banke 3 which when be had, he deſperately fare 
he would end me firſt ; and with that, Sepping up the 
banke on the ſudden , ere I could recover my legges;, 


(which were ſo nummed with kneeling, that indeed for 


the time I could not ſtand) hee drew:his rapier and ram 
me through both my cloke, ſhort coat, breeches, ſhirt, 
and breeches on the other fide ; and by the mighty pro- 
vidence of God, ran betwixt my thighes, and yet pas 
no; hurt at all ;. ſo thinking be had ended me (tor indeed 
I lay Rill, being in ſuch a ſudden feare with the ſight, 
and hearing him ſpeak ſo bloudily, and fearing a ſecond 
blow) he leaped backe againe, and ran away out of my 
ſight, before ever I could recover my. ſenſes to take no- 
ticewhich way hee ran but as ſoone as ever I cameto 
my ſelfe, I poltedto the Parliament Houſe, and firft re- 
lated it to Alderman Somes ; be and Maſter Pymme ſatil- 
fied the Lower Houſe of it, where I was examined ; and 
afterward inthe Lords Houſe three ſeverall.times3and 
fince that the place hath beene ſeriouſly viewed, both 
by Lords and Commons, and the truth made apparant, 
and I hope ſome of the Plotters takenz which I pray 
. God they may bee, if-it pleaſe him, for Jeſus, 
Chriſt his fake: .to whom bee praiſe
